To:  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Madam,  and  Gentlemen, 

In  the  introductory  letter  to  my  Annual  Report  for  1972,  I referred 
to  the  probability  that,  having  regard  to  the  timetable  of  Local  Government 
and  National  Health  Service  Reorganisation,  it  was  unlikely  that  a similar 
Report  for  1973  could  be  presented  to  existing  Authorities  before  this 
demise  on  31st  March  1974.  Much  of  the  essential  data  normally  presented 
in  Annual  Reports  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Senior  Public  Health 
Inspector  is  not  available  until  the  second  quarter  of  the  following  year  - 
for  example  population  data  supplied  by  the  Reg istrar -Gene ra 1 , or  data 
collected  locally  from  other  agencies  of  Local  Government. 

Within  the  last  few  days  however,  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security  has  written  to  all  Medical  Officers 
of  Health  requesting  that,  wherever  possible,  Local  Authority  Health  Departments 
should  prepare  an  Annual  Report,  albeit  abbreviated,  for  1973,  to  ensure 
that  it  can  be  made  available  - updated  if  necessary  - to  successor  Authorities. 
With  the  present  pressure  of  work  in  Local  Authority  Health  Departments  it 
would  in  any  case  be  impossible  at  present  to  prepare  the  report  in  its  usual 
form.  There  is  moreover  the  problem  that  it  will  be  impossible  to  present 
this  formally  to  Councils  in  the  usual  way. 

In  consultation  with  other  officers  in  the  Department,  I am,  therefore 
arranging  that  this  report  will  be  based  on  the  information  available 
locally  at  28th  February  1974,  in  the  hope  that  it  can  be  ready  for  duplication 
by  about  11th  March,  and  despatched  about  15th  March.  I would  hope  that  it 
can  be  formally  accepted  by  those  Councils  meeting  after  that  date,  but 
members  of  Authorities  will  appreciate  that  there  is  no  statutory  need  for 
them  to  formally  approve  or  accept  the  report  - the  obligation  is  on  the 
Medical  Officer  to  present  it. 

In  order  to  reduce  the  clerical  workload  we  have  attempted  to  prune 
comment  drastically  and  to  concentrate  on  presenting  in  tabular  form  such 
data  as  is  available,  on  the  assumption  that  this  will  be  of  most  use  as  a 
matter  of  record  and  to  those  of  you  who  will  be  serving  as  members  of  new 
Authorities  - whether  Metropolitan  District  Councils,  Health  Authorities 
or  associated  Advisory  Consultative  Bodies.  We  have  attempted  where  possible 
to  give  "estimated''  figures  based  on  local  returns  where  corrected  annual 
figures  are  not  yet  available,  e.g.  the  Total  Deaths  by  multiplying  the  deaths 
in  the  first  eleven  months  of  the  year  by  12/11.

We  have  had  to  eliminate  completely  certain  sections  where  available 
data  is  either  so  incomplete  as  to  preclude  ’estimates",  or  where  analysis 
of  existing  data  would  be  so  time-consuming  as  to  delay  our  printing  and 
distribution  of  the  report. 

I am  acutely  conscious  that  this  report  is  thus,  in  many  respect, 
a mush  less  informative  document  than  those  of  my  predecessors,  whose  high 
standards  I have  endeavoured  to  maintain.  Yet  I amcfelighted  at  the  belated 
recognition  of  their  value  as  an  irreplaceable  source  of  local  information; 
it  is  perhaps  an  indication  that  the  planners  and  legislators  for  the 
Reorganised  Local  Government  and  Health  Service  have  suddenly  realised  that 
Local  Authority  Health  Departments  were  geared  to  the  publication  of  information 
that  would  not  otherwise  have  been  generally  available. 

In  just  four  weeks  the  honourable  office  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
will  pass  into  history,  the  phoenix  of  "Community  Physicians"  rising  from 
the  ashes.  It  is  not  for  me  to  forecast  how  effective  the  new  systems  of 
Health  Care  will  eventually  prove  - I would  only  again  ask  that  Members  of 
Authorities,  and  the  public,  make  reasonable  allowance  for  those  problems 
and  confusion  that  may  arise  in  the  immediate  future  when  those  of  us  with 
any  Administrative  responsibilities  are  trying  to  get  the  new  machinery  into 
operation.  I personally  am  proud  to  have  held  office  as  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  and  to  have  had  the  opportunity  to  serve  in  the  National  Health 
Service  since  its  inception  in  1948.

SERVICES  IN  THE  DISTRICT 

During  1973  the  following  Local  Health  Authority  Services, 
provided  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council  were  administered  by  Lancashire 
County  Health  Division  No.  14. 

Ca)  Local  Authority  Health  and  School  Health  Clinics. 

The  Clinic  serving  the  district  is  located  at  Firs  Hall  Clinic, 
Oldham  Road,  Failsworth  (Tel,  061  681  1013).  This  will  be 
replaced  when  construction  of  the  Health  Centre  on  Ashton  Road 
West  is  completed, 

(b)  Health  Visiting  and  School  Nursing  Service. 

The  staff  are  based  at  the  Clinic  mentioned  above. 

(c)  District  Nursing  Services. 

(d)  Midwifery  Service  including  Antenatal  Clinics 

(e)  Vaccination  and  Immunisation  Service 

- available  at  the  local  Clinic  or  by  arrangement  with 
local  General  Practitioners. 

(f)  Ambulance  Service, 

Vehicles  serving  the  district  are  based  on  the  Middleton  and 
Crompton  Ambulance  Stations  and  are  under  Radio  Control  from 
the  Whitefield  Ambulance  Control  Centre  (Telephone  766  6666). 

<g>  Certain  "Care  and  After  Care"  services  including  Chiropody, 
Cervical  Cytology,  Laundry  and  Incontinence  Pad  services. 

The  Lancashire  Executive  Council  was  responsible  for  General 
Practitioner,  General  Dental,  Ophthalmic  and  Pharmaceutical  Services 
provided  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act. 

There  are  no  General  Hospitals  in  the  District  and  the  majority 
of  residents  requiring  Hospital/Specialist  services  were  admitted  to 
hospitals  (Oldham  and  District  General  Hospital  and  Oldham  Royal  Infirmary) 
under  control  of  the  Oldham  Hospital  Management  Committee.  This  hospital 
group  has  facilities  for  investigation  /treatment  of  most  groups  of  patients. 
Cases  of  Acute  Infectious  Disease  are  normally  admitted  to  Monsall  Hospital 
Manchester,  A proportion  of  residents  are  admitted  to  both  General  and 
Special  Hospitals  in  Manchester. 
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Lancashire  County  Council  Social  Services  Department  were 
responsible  during  1973  for  the  following  services,  which  are  locally 
administered  by  the  Divisional  Director,  Social  Services,  Division  8, 

Prospect  House,  Main  Road,  Oldham, 

(a)  Day  Nursery  Service 

(b)  Registration  of  Child  Minders  and  Playgroups 

(c)  The  Home  Help  Service 

(d)  The  Mental  Health  Service 

(e)  Welfare  of  the  Handicapped  and  Blind 

(f ) Local  Authority  Services  forthe  Elderly  including  Residential  Care 

(g)  Convalescent  Care 

(h)  Children’s  Acts  and  related  legislation. 

From  1st  April  1974  The  Oldham  Area  Health  Authority  (main  offices  - St. 

Peters  House,  Oldham)  will  assume  responsibility  for  all  existing  Hopsital 
Services;  Executive  Council  services  (General  Practitioners,  Dentists,  Chemists 
etc);  Clinic  and  Domiciliary  personal  health  services  and  School  Health 
Services  within  the  new  Oldham  Metropolitan  District. 

The  Oldham  Metropolitan  District  will  have  direct  responsibility 
for  the  existing  Environmental  Health  Services  (including  Communicable  Disease 
Control,  Housing  Conditions,  Clean  Air,  Refuse  Collection,  Food  Hygiene)  and 
also  for  Social  Services  within  the  Metropolitan  District. 

Generally  speaking  therefore,  from  1st  April  1974. 

(a)  The  Public  Health  Inspectorate  and  allied  staff  will  by 
employed  in  the  Environmental  Health  Section  of  the  Oldham 
Metropolitan  District  Council.

Mr.  Chairman,  Madam,  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
services  affecting  the  environment  of  the  District  and  the  work  done  by 
the  Staff  of  the  Health  Department  during  1973. 

This  year's  Report  is  necessarily  brief  due  to  the  unavailability 
of  statistics  and  lack  of  time  to  extract  certain  figures  from  the 
Department's  records. 

On  the  1st  November  1973  the  Failsworth  No.  11  Smoke  Control  Order 
came  into  operation  thus  completing  100%  coverage  of  Failsworth  by  Smoke 
Control  Orders.  This  Order  covering  approximately  three  times  the  previous 
average  of  number  of  premises  caused  an  extremely  heavy  workload  on  the 
Department's  staff  during  the  months  following  confirmation. 

The  Refuse  Collection  Service  was  well  maintained  throughout  the 
year  with  only  occasional  delays  due  to  holidays  and  sickness. 

Finally  I would  like  to  express  my  thanks  and  appreciation  for  the 
assistance  I have  received  from  the  Councillors,  Dr.  Brackenridge , and  all 
the  members  of  the  Health  Department  staff.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT 

WATER  SUPPLY 


All  dwell inghouses  in  the  District  are  supplied  direct  from 
water  mains.  The  District  is  supplied  by  the  West  Pennine  Water  Board 
and  Manchester  Corporation. 

Thirty-two  samples  of  water  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  by  the  water  undertakings.  All  samples  were  reported  to  be 
satisfactory. 

The  occasional  report  is  still  being  received  of  low  water 
pressure  due  to  furring  up  of  service  pipes,  but  themajority  of  bad  pressures 
have  been  relieved  by  the  owners'  co-operation  in  the  chemical  cleansing 
of  the  pipes. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 


The  River  Medlock  adjoins  the  Water  Pollution  Control  Centre, 
and  receive  sewage  effluent.  It  flows  along  the  South-East  border  of  the 
District.  On  the  opposite  boundary  of  the  District  is  the  Moston  Brook 
which  flows  into  the  River  Irk.

A smaller  brook,  names  Lord's  Brook,  flows  into  the  Medlock  and 
another  small  stream  occurs  near  the  Cemetery. 


SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE 


All  drains  are  examined  before  being  covered  in,  and  smoke  or  water 
tests  applied  where  applicable. 

The  sewers  in  the  district  are  partly  brick  and  partly  pipe.  Most 
of  the  storm  water  finds  its  way  into  the  sewers.  They  are  periodically 
flushed  and  are  ventilated  by  open  manholes  and  gratings.  House  drains  are 
well  trapped  and  soil  pipes  are  properly  ventilated.  The  sewage  is  treated 
at  the  Council's  Water  Pollution  Control  Centre  which  has  been  reconstructed. 
The  dry-weather  flow  of  sewage  exceeds  1,750,000  gallons  per  day.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


During  1973  one  Karrier  Bantam  20  cu . yd.  Ramiliies  and  two  Karrier 
Gamecock  25  cu.  yd.  Ramiliies  rear  loading  compression  vehicle s were  in 
regular  use  for  domestic  refuse  and  a Karrier  Bantam  dual  tip  rear  loading 
vehicle  was  used  for  shop  and  bulky  refuse.  One  Karrier  Bantam  20  cu.  yd 
Ramiliies  rear  loader  and  one  Karrier  Bantam  10/11  cu.  yd.  side  loader  were 
used  as  spare  vhicles. 

The  incentive  bonus  scheme  covering  refuse  collection  and  refuse 
disposal  workers  continued  in  force  throughout  the  year  but  experience  proved 
that  there  was  insufficient  cover  for  holidays,  sickness  and  absenteeism  and 
an  additional  refuse  collector  was  employed  with  effect  from  1st  April  1973. 

The  amended  establishment  of  the  Cleansing  Section  comprised  of  a 
foreman,  three  domestic  round  drivers,  nine  refuse  collectors,  three  driver/ 
loaders  and  one  loader  to  operate  the  trade  and  bulky  refuse  round  and 
act  as  spare  man  to  cover  for  sickness,  absenteeism  and  holidays  and  two 
tip  attendants . 

Refuse  is  collected  from  approximately  8,767  premises  and  a regular 
weekly  collection  has  been  maintained  apart  from  holiday  periods. 

A free  collection  of  household  refuse  too  bulky  to  be  put  into  the 
dustbin  has  been  in  operation  for  some  years  and  has  been  continued  under 
the  incentive  bonus  scheme.  The  number  of  collections  made  during  the  year 

was  1 ,124 . 

The  Council  have  operated  a scheme  for  the  maintenance  of  the  dustbins 
as  a charge  upon  the  general  rate  fund  since  1st  April  1949;  893  dustbins  were 
provided  under  the  scheme  during  the  past  year. 

All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  on  low  lying  land 
near  Broadway,  adjoining  the  Manchester  Boundary. 

An  International  100B  tractor  with  a forward  loading  bucket  was  used 
to  control  the  tip  together  with  a Bedford  lorry  which  was  taken  out  of 
service  by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  and  which  is  used  to  carry  cover  dug 
out  from  the  old  tip. 

There  was  only  one  pail  closet  in  existence  at  the  commencement  of  the 
year.  This  pail  was  emptied  along  with  a number  of  chemical  closets 
installed  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council  in  the  homes  of  housebound  patients. 
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ABANDONED  AND  UNWANTED  MOTOR  CARS 
Eighteen  old  motor  cars  were  removed  and  disposed  of  during  the 

year  . 


SWILL  BOILING  PLANTS 


Twenty  inspection  were  made  to  eight  Waste  Food  Boiling  Plants 
registered  under  the  Diseases  of  Animals  (Waste  Foods)  Order,  1957. 


DISINFESTATION 


Ninety-eight  houses  were  treated  with  insecticides  containing 
D.D.T.,  Dieldrin,  Arprocarb,  Gammaxane , Dichlorvos,  and  Pyrethrins. 
Thirty-seven  were  infested  with  Cockroaches. 

There  were  ten  infestations  of  bugs  and  six  infestations  of 
fleas  discovered  during  the  year. 
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RODENT  CONTROL 


One  trained  Rodent  Operator  is  employed  on  this  work,  although 
during  the  year  there  were  two  periods  when  the  work  was  carried  out  by 
other  members  of  the  staff  due  to  resignations  of  Rodent  Operators  and 
difficulty  encountered  in  engaging  new  employees. 

The  South  East  Lancashire  Advisory  Committee  meets  twice  yearly, 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Divisional  Pests  Officer;  joint  action  is  planned 
between  representatives  when  necessary.

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CLEAN  AIR 


During  the  year  19  smoke  observations  were  made  regarding  the  emission 
of  dark  smoke  from  factory  chimneys  and  from  bonfires  at  industrial  premises. 
There  was  very  little  infringement  of  the  Dark  Smoke  (Permitted  Period) 
Regulations,  1958  and  it  was  not  necessary  to  take  any  legal  action.  There 
were  a few  emissions  of  dark  smoke  observed  from  bonfires  at  industrial 
premises  in  contravention  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956  and  warnings  were  given 
t o the  offenders. 

The  Council  is  a member  of  the  South  East  Lancashire  and  North  Cheshire 
Consultative  Committee  for  the  Investigation  of  Atmospheric  Pollution  and 
Noise,  comprising  38  Authorities.
